(U) INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY: 


(U) “This is an Operation Iraqi Freedom Investigation.” 


(U) On 18 Nov 05, this investigation was initiated when CPT (QM EGT(@) 


Command Judge Advocate, Office of the Staff Judge Advocate (SJA), Forward Operating 
Base (FOB) Central, IZ, reported Mr. AL GHURAIRI’s death. 


(U) Investigation revealed on 13 Nov 05, Mr. AL GHURAIRI was apprehended at his home 
along with his two sons by members of Iraqi 2" Squadron, Hillah Special Weapons and Tactics 
(SWAT) members. Coalition forces were present; however, the extent of their involvement was 
limited to technical advice. Mr. AL GHURAIRI was taken into custody without incident and 
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SUBJECT: CID REPORT OF INVESTIGATION — FINAL / SSI — 0333-2005-CID259-36381- 
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was transported via helicopter to Forward Operating Base (FOB) Kalsu, IZ. While en route, Mr. 
AL GHURAIRI began displaying signs of cardiac arrest and lost consciousness. Personnel 
aboard the helicopter initiated life saving measures in an attempt to resuscitate Mr. AL 
GHURAIRI: however, life saving measures were unsuccessful and Mr. AL GHURAIRI was 
pronounced dead by POI b(6), b(7)(C) Corpsman, Helicopter Combat - 
Support Squadron 5 (HCS-5), Joint Special Operations Air Detachment-Arabian Peninsula 
(JSOAD-AP), Logistical Support Area Anaconda (LSAA), FOB Kalsu, Iraq, upon arrival to 
FOB Kalsu. Shortly thereafter, Mr. AL GHURAIRI’s body was released by Hillah SWAT to 
Mr. AL GHURAIRI’s sons, so an autopsy was not conducted and a death certificate was not 
prepared. Interviews of the apprehending personnel and personnel on the helicopter revealed 
Mr. AL GHURAIRI and his two sons, NFI, came willingly and did not resist apprehension. 
Further, the two sons indicated Mr. AL GHURAIRI had a history of high blood pressure, 
diabetes, and had a heart attack in the past. As no autopsy was conducted and no death 
certificate was prepared, the cause and manner of death could not be determined; therefore, the 
manner of death was listed as undetermined.

BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION: About 1039, 18 Nov 05, this office was notified by CPT QW 
1b(6), b(7)(C) Office of the Staff Judge Advocate (SJA), Forward Operating Base (FOB) 


Central, Iraq (IZ), of the death of Mr. AL GHURAIRI. C PTO ME lated on 13 Nov 05, Mr. AL 
(GHURAIRI was apprehended at this home along with his sons by members of the Hillah Special Weapons and 
[Tactics (SWAT) team, All three were taken into custody without incident and transported, via helicopter, to 
IFOB Kalsu, IZ APO AE 09325 (FOBK). All three detainees appeared to be in good health upon apprehension. 
While in route to FOBK, Mr. AL GHURAIRI began showing symptoms of cardiac arrest and subsequently lost 
consciousness. Members of the Hillah SWAT team initiated life saving measures by conducting Cardio 
Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR); however, all life saving measures were unsuccessful and Mr. AL GHURAIRI 
lwas pronounced dead upon arrival at FOBK. Mr. AL GHURAIRI’s sons were released, and were given Mr. AL 
(GHURAIRI’s remains for burial.

While conducting CONOP CT-75-021 Hillah SWAT, along with ODA 575 and 1/A/98th CAV. Hillah SWAT detained 
RASHED SALAM MOHAMAED AL GURARI, and his two sons. I was the medical support element for this objective. The 
above named individual, at no time, after being detained, exhibited any signs of distress; he followed all orders given by Hillah 
SWAT, moving on his own without complaint. At no time, while on location, did I witness any improper treatment; he 
cooperated fully when asked to do so, Upon exfil, he walked on his own, with assistance from Hillah SWAT to the awaiting 
HH-60. I was the first soldier to load the HH-60, and assisted in loading the first two detainees, the two sons. When the 
individual in question boarded the aircraft, | was at that time in the rear of the aircraft, and Hillah SWAT positioned him 
forward of the aircraft, still under their control. With limited lighting in the aircraft, 1 personally could not visually monitor the 
ihe condition of this individual, although, | could tell that he was moving on his own. Shortly after takeoff, ODA team member 
Seegadvised me that Hillah SWAT thought that the individual had stopped breathing. Due to limited space, I was unable to 
get into a position to check the individual myself, I instructed SSG sheck for breathing and a pulse. | was then advised 
that neither was present. At this time, Hillah SWAT personnel and started chest compressions, to the best of their 
ability, due to limited space. Upon landing at FOB Kalsu, | was able to check the individual prior to getting off the aircraft, and 
found no breathing or pulse. The flight surgeon on assisted after downloading the individual, who at this time appeared pale, 
with no breathing or pulse, pupils were fixed and dilated . The flight surgeon attached a cardiac monitor, which indicated no 
electrical activity, and then pronounced the individual DOA.

While in PZ posture the detainees showed no noticeable 
signs that they would be medically unable to make the flight back, When the HH-60 arrived it was boarded without incident. 
Everybody made it on quickly and unassisted. While retuning to FOB Kalsu [ was sitting in the door and could not hear or 
fully see what was going on inside the HH-60. The bird was crowded and the detainees were surrounded by SWAT. Sometime 
during the flight the lights in the bird were turned on because the detainee began to show signs that there was medically 
something wrong with him. When we landed at Kalsu the detainee was declared dead. As to any information to the diagnosis 
of the cause of death, | could not say. All | know is that there was no use of excessive force applied at anytime. The detainees 
surrendered without incident and thus were treated accordingly.

On the morning of November 15° 20054 of the Hillah SWAT and 5 of the SF 
members from Kalsu raided the house of the terrorist Rashid Salman Mohammad Al 
Ghurairi, arrested him and his sons Mohammad and Radhi, then we handcuffed the 
suspects and then took them to the hello pad. None of the suspects looked sick or weak. 


After the hello copter landed we helped to get into the aircraft. 
During the flight back to Kalsu, Rashid was shown signs of nauseas then we cut of the 


hand cuffs tying his hands, and 1“ Sgthiliilid everything he could to help him. We 
continued to try to save him by pressing his chest, then the American doctor arrived and 


put him on EKG. Then the doctor announced Rashid’s death. 

Because of this situation, and in a coherence with the humane principles and based on 
the fact that Rashid is the one who forced his sons to deal with terrorism, we decided to 
release the sons of Rashid, so they can take care of their fathers’ funeral duties. 


We called contacted Tunis police station and handed over the body of Rashid , and the 2 
sons who were detained. 


Rashid was 66 years old, and was obese. 
Cause of death is Heart Attack. 
All the detainees were treated in humane way.

Throughout the course of this investigation the following questions were answered. These questions were posed on the Investigating 
Officer's appointment letter. 


1. Determine if applicable detainee handling procedures were followed: 


‘Throughout the course af the investigation | interviewed [| different persons, both U.S. and Iraqi. who had contact with the deceased 
detainee (Rashed Salman Mohomed Al Gurari). All 11 interviews revealed the exact same inJormation which at no point involved any 
violation of the guidelines which govern the handling of detainees. None of the witnesses or persons involved in the apprehension and 
movement of the detainee witnessed any poor treatment of the detainee. In each case the witnesses stated that the detainee was completely 
compliant throughout the detention and movement process. No force was necessary to move he or his two sons as they complied with every 
order given to them by the Hillah SWAT members. All witnesses stated that the deceased detainee appeared to be in goad health (hough 
obese) and walked from the house to the PZ and finally boarded the helicopter by himself, Multiple witmesses stated that two minutes into 
the Might the detainee appeared to be having a heart attack, his eyes. and then they received no response to repeated attempts to 
resuscitate him. The medical report (exhibit 15) fram HM] tated that there were no signs of trauma and the apparent cause of 
death was a heart attack that led to full cardiac arrest. 


2. Make specific findings whether applicable proper reporting procedures were followed. If not, determine why proper reporting

With the above guidelines in mind there does not seem to have been any specific written requirement for the U.S. forces involved in 
operation CT-73-021 to report the death of detaince Rashed Salman Mohomed Al Gurari. There is no specific guidance thut dictates the 
reporting of a detainee death while that detainee is in the custody of Iraqi Police and US forces are present, However, even though US forces 
were not the detaining authority on this operation a unit commander should reasonably assume that there are reporting requirements when his 
uit is Operating in an advisor capacity and when US assets are involved.

Determine f applicable detaines handling procedures were follwed- Throughout the course of 
the investigation I interviewed 11 different persons, both U.S. and iraqi, who had contact with the 
deveased detainee (Rashed Salman Mohomed Al Gararl), All 11 interviews rewealed the exact 
same information which at ae point involved any violation of the guidelines which gavern the 
handling af detainees. A summary of those guidelines and the specific language governing the 
reporting and handling of detainee deaths is included below: 

a. Secretary of Defense Procedures for investigation into deaths of detainees in the custody 
ofthe armed forces of the United States - This memorandum reiterates and clarifies 
procedures for investigating deaths of detainees in the custody of the Armed Forces, 
including the requirement for an autopsy (exhibit 16),

detainee deaths to MNC-1 OPORD 64-01 -- When any person who is held as a detainee 
in the custody of the U.S. armed forces dies, the commander of the detention facility 
or the unit exercising custody over the deceased will immediately report the death to 
the responsible Army, Navy, or Air Force investigating agency (exhibit 17). 

c. CISOTFAP Apprehension and Detention Standard Operating Procedures pe, H-3 
FORs will immediately actify the Commander, CISOTFAP through J-3 operations, 
if a detainee dies while in custody throughout any part of the detention process 
(from initlal point of capture to transfer to the AGIF) (exhibit 18). 

id. FRAGO-1173 (Detention operations] to MNC-1 OPORD 04-01- Criminal detainee is 
any person who is suspected of having committed criminal acts and is not 
considered a security internee. “Criminal Detainees” shall be handed over to lraqi 
authorities as soon as reasonable practical for processing into the Lraqi criminal 
system. (exhibit 19). 
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Guidelines a, b, and ¢ cited above specifically refer to the requirement that US forces have to 
report detainee deaths in their custody. These guidelines do not apply in this circumstance 
because the detaining and apprehension authority was not the U.S, armed forces. The 
apprehending and detaining authority on this operadon was the lraqi Police (Hilah SWAT) 
assigned to the Lraqi Ministry of the Interior. This operation was generated by a Hilah SWAT 
source and prosecuted by the Hillah SWAT operators under the supervision of the U.S. armed 
forces. The actual apprehension of this detainee and his two sons was done by Hillah SWAT 
members and at no time were the detainees out of the Iraqi Police's custody. The FRAGO 
referenced in (d.) above specifies that criminal detainees “should be transferred to Iraqi authorities 
as soon as reasonably practical”. in this case Rashed Salman Mohomed Aj Gurari was never in 
US. custody becguse US forces were with Iragi policeman who had detention authority on the 
operation.

This decision was based on the 
Hillah SWAT"s determination that the ovo sons were coerced into participating in the father’s 
insurgent activity. In addition Hillah SWAT believed that they would receive a better response 
from dhe deceased family members and community at large if they allowed the family tw follow 
traditional burial ceremonies and practices. 


With regard to specific handling of the detainee, none of the witnesses or persons Involved in the 
apprehension and movement of the detainee witnessed any poor treatment of the detainee. In each 
case the witnesses stated that the detainee was completely compliant throughout the detention and 
movement process, No force was necessary to move he or his two sons as they complied with 
every order viven to them by the Hilah SWAT members. All witnesses stated that the deceased 
detainee appeared to be in goad health (though obese) and walked from the house te the PZ and 
finally boarded the helicopter by himself. Multiple witnesses stated that two minutes ito the 
flight the detainee appeared to be having a heart attack, then closed his eyes, and then they 
received no response to repeated attempts to resuscitate him, The medical report (exhibis 15) from 
11M tc that there were no signs of trauma and the apparent cause of death was a 
heart atack that led to full cardiac arrest.

mind there does not seem to have been any specific requirement for the U.S. forces invelved in 
operation CT-75-021 to report the death of detainee Rashed Salman Mohomed Al Gurari. There is 
no specific guidance that dictates the reporting of a detainee death while that detainee is in the 
custody of Iraqi Police and US forces are present. However, even though US forces were not the 
detaining authority on this operation a unit commander should reasonably assume that there are 
reporting requirements when his unit is operating in an advisor capacity and when US assets are 
involved.

This memorandum reiterates and clarifies procedures for investigating deaths of 
detainees in the custody of the Armed Forces, including the requirement for an autopsy. 


References (a), (b} and (c) establish policy and procedure for investigations of 


possible violations of protections afforded enemy prisoners of war, retained personnel, 
civilian internees, and other detainees, including procedures in cases of deaths of such 


o OSD 0868-04 
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persons. References (d), (¢), and (f) provide that the Office of the Armed Forces Medica! 
Examiner has primary jurisdiction and authority within DoD to determine the cause and 
manner of death in any DoD death investigation. This jurisdiction may be exercised as 
part of DoD death investigations of enemy prisoners of war, retained personnel, civilian 
intermees, and other detainees in the custody of the Armed Forces of the United States. 


in the case of a death of such an individual, the commander of the facility (or if the 
death did not occur in a facility, the commander of the unit that exercised custody over 
the individual) shall immediately report the death to the responsible investigative agency; 
Army Criminal Investigation Division, Navy Criminal Investigative Service, or Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations. This investigative agency shal) contact the Office of the 
Armed Forces Medical Examiner (AFME). The AFME will determine whether an 
autopsy will be performed. The regional combatant commander shail notify the 
Secretary of Defense, through the Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff, of all deaths occurring 
in US armed forces custody. 


Upon declaration of death, the remains will be placed in @ clean body bag and 
secured awaiting instructions from the appropriate investigating agency. The remains 
will not be washed and all items on or in the body will be lef. undisturbed except for 
weapons, ammunition, and other items that pose a threat to the living. The body will not 
be released from United States custody without written authorization from the 
investigative agency concemed or the Armed Forces Medical Examiner. 


In summary, in the case of death of any individual described above, while in 
custody of the Armed Forces of the United States, it is presumed that an autopsy shall be 
performed, unless an alternative determination is made by the Armed Forces Medical 
Examiner. Determination of the cause and manner of death in these cases will be the sole 
responsibility of the AFME or other physician designated by the AFME.

(1) FOBs will immediately notify the Commander, CJSOTF-AP, through J3 operations, if 
a.detainee dies while in custody throughout any part of the detention process ¥4rom initial point of capture 
ta.transfer to the AGIF). CJUSOTF-AP J-3 will notfy the USACIDC immediately USACIDC has primary 
junsdiction over all detainee death investigations. The Special Agent will provide instructions on the 
actions to take to secure the scene, When all life saving measures have been exhausted and medical 
personne! have either transported the victim to a medical facility or if the corpse remains in place conduct - 
the following actions:

If the death occurred in any location other than a medical treatment 
facility the OIC/NCOIC on the ground will ensure that the corpse and scene are preserved Upon the 
discovery of a detainee death all personne! other than medical and mvestigabve personnel should be 
testricted {rom disturbing the setting of death. To determine if a death has occurred, a physician must 
pronounce the detainee dead. Until pronounced dead, U.S, Forces will initiate first aid steps to assist the 
detainee as they would a U.S, soldier. The remains will not be washed and all the items on or in the body 
will be left undisturbed except for weapons, ammunition, and other items that pose a threat to human fife. 
Medical and criminal investigators will notify the facility commander when their investigation is over so 
that clean up can occur. The body will not be released from U.S. custody without written approval from 
the Armec Forces Medical Examiner The CID or medical investigator will contact the Armed Forces 
Medical Examiner who will determine whether an autopsy will be performed. The cause of death 
(proximal! cause and other causal or contributing causes) must be dentified on the death certificate or 
field medical card by the pronouncing physician. Additiona! determination of the cause of death or 
manner of death will be the sole responsibility of the Armed Forces Medical Examiner or other physician 
designated by the Armed Forces Medical Examiner when an autopsy is performed. The remains should 
then be released to the loca! hospital or Iraqi Police Station for processing.

Regarding the death of Hillah SWAT detainee RASHED SALMAN MHOMAD AL GURARI: 


On the morning of 1SNOVOS I received an OPSUM from ODA 575 (OPSUM 575-021). Normally an ODA submits a “Quick 
Look OPSUM" to the OPCEN within four hours after an operation is complete and then the “OPSUM* which gives a full 
account of the operation within 24 hours. 


The OPSUM that they sent was not specifically labeled as a “Quick Look", but came in very soon after the mission ended 
(within four hours). The OPSUM stated that Hillah SWAT detained 23 personnel. It also contained a sentence at the end 
stating that a detaince died. No other details were included. ‘The fact that there were no other details regarding the death of 
the detainee seemed strange, but to avoid confusion between all headquarters and to further explore the details involved in the 
incident, { omitted this line and sent the report  CISOTF-AP headquarters. From past experience, I knew that the full 
OPSUM would explain the details which were missing and that there should be no conflict in reporting timelines to FOB 
Central, CISOTF-AP, or MNC-I re the death of a detainee in Iraqi custody. MNC-1 is to be notified immediately 
through official channels of the death of a detaince in US or Coalition custody. I was not aware of any requirement to report 
the death of a detainee in Iraqi custady. 


In the meantime, | afternpied to contact the AOB 56f to get more Information on the circumstances 
surrounding the detainees death and w make sure that thev included these details in the final version of the OPSUM. When 1 
got through to the AOB, 1 was told thay x ad already lefi the i same 
issues with the ODA. 1 immediately noufied : af the 
situation when they came into the OPCEN that morning. Calso 1 em tha a O contact to get 
more details on the situation. 


rete. shilt changeover, | gave a full report of the situation to the incoming Ss and he ensured that 
AOB 560 followed up on the situation as soon ag possible, AOB 560, after gathering facts on the detainee’s death, began 
submitting reports and on traffic by the aflernoon of ISNOVOS. CISOTF SIPR and VOIP lines were down from 
approximately 15G0C to 23 that day, which compounded the timeliness of reporting of tris incident. 


This incident is unique 10 my experience. There are policies and FRAGOs that cover detaince deaths whe in US and 
Coalition custody. To my knowledge, there are no requirements to report the death of a detainee who is in Iraqi custody. To 
avoid conflict, | recomunend that a policy be issued covering this likelihood.
